Fund crisis -

Granite City finance officials 
were seeking means this week 
to avert total bankruptcy in the 
city’s general fund operating 
accounts after the City Council 
was forced Monday night to set 
aside a $210,899 bill because the 
city lacks enough money to pay 
it. 

The aldermen approved, 
however, a city payroll of 
$86,238 and sick leave of $2,203 
for the first half of April, and 
claims of $20,566 for the last half 
of March—then authorized fund 
transfers of $74,407 from the 
state sales tax and income tax 
accounts so that City Treasurer 
Paul Rutledge could meet those 
costs. 

Rutledge said’ after the 
meeting that Monday night's 
expenditures leave the city with 
a balance of approximately 
$30,000 available for operating 


purposes. 

Had the bill of $210,899— 
submitted by the Finis Ernest, 
Inc. contracting firm of East St. 
Louis for March sewer 
repairs—been permitted to 
stand, the city would have been 
$180,000 short of meeting its full 
bill list, Rutledge said. 

Faced with the prospects of 
an empty general fund treasury 


by the middle of this month, the 
council took action to determine 
if it legally may borrow surplus 
money from its tax levy ac- 
counts which Rutledge contends 
should not be touched. 

These accounts ,_ are 
established by separate tax 
levies and tax income is ap- 
portioned to them on the basis of 
the tax rate established for 
them. Rutledge has insisted 
that these monies may be used 
only for the purposes for which 
they were levied and are not 
transferable into operating 
accounts. 


Because of Rutledge’s stand, 
council members a week ago 
asked City Attorney George 
Filcoff for a legal opinion as to 
whether or not the treasurer 
could “borrow” these surplus 
funds for operating purposes, 
and then repay them out of tax 
collections due later this year. 


Filcoff, in an opinion given 
Rutledge prior to Monday 
night’s council session, held 
such procedure would be legal. 

But Rutledge told the council: 

“Mr. Filcoff seems to feel thi: 
would be legal, but I won't do it. 
lam bonded for the handling of 
these funds and I want to know

Extensive 
damage by 
hail, wind 


Hail and heavy rain whipped 
by winds that gusted in some 
parts of the area up to 85 miles 
per hour, hit the Quad-cities 
shortly before 2 p.m. yesterday, 
causing extensive damage to 
windows, cars and mobile 
homes. 

The storm lasted less than 
half an hour, but brought .20 of 
an inch precipitation in rain and 
hail, according to readings at 
the Chain of Rocks locks. 

The storm apparently was the 
western edge of a series that did 
the most property damage in 
history to the U, S. yesterday. 

With the death toll passing 
300, it became the worst tornado 
onslaught in number of 
fatalities since 1925. 

About 6:05 p.m. Wednesday, a 
tremor of 4.5 was recorded 
here, the worst since 1968. The 
earthquake was centered near 
Carmi, 125 miles east of here. 

Nationally, the windstorm 
death toll reached 73 in Ken- 
tucky, 65 in Alabama, 47 in 
Tennessee, 40 in Indiana and 39 
in Ohio, with two deaths tallied 
in the Decatur area of Illinois. 

Property damage exceeded $1 
million in this state and was 
believed to be enormous in such 
states as Kentucky, Tennessee, 
and Ohio. 


There were more than 
storm-related injuries in the 
Louis metropolitan area, 

At Lakeside Airport on Fj; 
Way 111 across from Horsezh 
Lake, 24 airplanes were 
damaged by hail the size “of 
normal ice cubes. Damage was 
estimated at $25,000. 

“It looked like someone 
dumped a giant tray of ice 
cubes on us," said William 
Nichols, owner of a plane.at the 
airport. 

“The hail+was not round. “It 
was square and jagged. 

“Those who had fabric 
covered airplanes sustained the 
worst damage as the hail went 
right through the fabric. Metal 
airplanes were dented as 
though someone had hit them 
with a hammer.

Fertilizer 
shortage 
critical 


By MARY LOU MANNING 


SPRINGFIELD — “We're 
in a lot worse way than other 
countries.” — Jerry Arnold, 
Woodbine. 

“We're unable to get one 
bag of fertilizer.” — Archie 
Brown, Carmi. 

“We just don’t have enough 
to go around. We need help. I 
guess that’s why we're cry- 
ing.”” — Paul Orr, Colfax. 

“If the crisis does not end, 
there will be little corn grown 
in White County.” — Bill Le- 
mont, Crossville. 

That’s the fertilizer crisis 
they’re talking about. And the 
consensus of the approxi- 
mately 200 farmers and fertil- 
izer dealers attending the re- 
cent meeting called by Illinois 
Agriculture Director Robert 
J. “Pud”’ Williams is that 
there is, indeed, a fertilizer 
shortag 


e. 

“This was a one-shot meet- 
ing,’’ explained Williams, 
“attended by mostly fertilizer 
dealers to gather information 
on the petroleum-based fertil- 
izer shortage.” 

A shortage of nitrogen fer- 
tilizer, which is a by-product 
of natural gas, will mean a 
shortage of corn. This, in turn, 
will mean an increase in price 
of both corn and beef since 
there will be less corn to feed 
cattle. 

“We have been predicting 
this shortage for a long time,” 
Williams state. “We've been 
on top of it, explaining that it 
was more critical than the 
fuel shortage, but no one 
seemed to listen.” 

Now time is running out. 

“Illinois farmers will begin 
planting their corn around the

middle of April, depending 
upon the weather, and finish 
up around the middle of 
May,” the director explained. 
“They will have to know soon 
how much nitrogen fertilizer 
will be available.” 

According to those testify- 
ing at the Springfield meet- 
ing, the answer to this ques- 
tion appears to be ‘‘not 
much.” 

“It is a serious, if not criti- 
cal, situation,” stated Lee 
Hayes, a retailer from Rock- 
ford. 


One of the reasons for the 
shortage, according to the 
dealers, is the exportation of 
the product and the shifting of 
it to industry for use in pro- 
ducing explosives, nitric acid 
and plastics. 

“We should keep nitrogen in 
the agriculture field,” said 
Lemont. “We have to eat.” 

The dealers were also criti- 
cal of the distribution of the 
product. 

“There is a lack of proper 
distribution with some areas 
in better shape than others,” 
said Hayes. “I suggest that a 
nationwide study be done con- 
cerning distribution.” 

Just a few years ago, Tli- 
nois ranked second nation- 
wide in corn production. Last 
year, 9,980,000 acres of corn 
were planted in the state 
yielding 996,101,000 bushels, 
according to figures from the 
Iinois Crop Reporting Serv- 
ice. : 

Corn is not the only crop 
which may be affected by a 
fertilizer shortage. 

“Our winter wheat as well 
as the red, soft wheat will be 
affected by the shortage,” 
Williams said. 

Although things look criti- 
cal for this spring, Williams 
feels it is not too late to do 
something about it. 

“If we can get some action 
from the major suppliers who 


- have pulled out of Illinois, I 


think we can get some help for 
this spring.”

If nothing else, the energy 
shortage, and all ‘the concomi- 
tant shortages it may bring, 
must teach us that we are in- 
deed our brothers’ keepers;

The 
first time he tore them only 
slightly but the second time he 
tore them to shreds. Why 
would he do this and can we 
break him of it? — Mrs.

A. A puppy like a young 
child gets bored easily and 
can be unintentionally de- 
structive. For a puppy to 
chew on things when left alone 
is just part of his normal de- 
velopment. This isn't to say 
that he shouldn't be punished 
when something like this oc- 


curs, but to do so too long af- - 


ter the fact doesn’t help, be- 
cause puppies have very short 
memories and unless caught 
in the act or right afterwards, 
the punishment is meaning- 
less to them. So next time you 
go out and leave your puppy 
alone in the house it may help 
to take him for a long walk —. 
tire him out — so he'll nap 
while you're out. A few chew- 
able toys might also help keep 
him away from the drapes, al- 
though it might be best to con- 
fine him to an area of the 
house where he can’t get into 
any trouble.

with dog odor. Two days after 
having a bath he’s smelling 
again. I have tried all kinds of 
dog shampoos, and soaps but 
nothing seems to help. Is 
there something to help this _ 
odor or does it go with Basset 
Hounds? Please advise 
Mrs. J.E. 


A. A constantly offensive 
smell is not something which 
comes with Basset Hounds. 
Such a smell may mean trou- 
blé — gum disease or lip-fold 
dermatitis, or an infection of 
the ear, skin or anal glands. A 
visit to the veterinarian is in 
order. 


Q. About three months ago 
our cat was poisoned by 
someone or something. We 
took her to the vet’s and he 
treated her. When she was re- 
leased her balance was seri- 
ously impaired and she al- 
ways had her head to the side 
as if she was trying to hear. 
Now her balance is better but 
she’s stone deaf. Is this a nor- 
mal reaction after a poison- 
ing? — Mrs. V.V., Glendale, 
Calif. 


A. It is entirely possible that 
the poison your cat ingested 
could have affected her bal- 
ance and ultimately her hear- 
ing. The determining factors 
are the amount and type of 
poison involved. As cats do 
not forage much, and chew 
first, then reject what they 
don't like, it is possible that 
your cat came into contact 
with the poison when it-was 
sprayed into the air, getting 
some on her fur or paws which 
she probably licked off. Your 
cat may also have eaten leaf 
off one of your house plants, if 
you have any. Dieffenbachia, 
philodendron and large-leaf 
ivy are all lethal for cats. It 
might be a good idea to check 
around your house to see if 
there are any toxic sub- 
stances where a cat might be 
able to sniff the fumes or 
easily come into contact with 
the contents of the containers. 


Q. Our two-year-old half 
German. shepherd-half : Lab- 
rador sheds the year round. Is 
this normal? Is there any- 
thing that can be done about 
it? — Mrs. E.A.B., Palo Alto, 
Calif. 

A. Shedding, in general, is 
perfectly normal. It is merely 
an adaption to the changing 
seasons. But since most pets 
live indoors, natural shed 
is prolonged. The best way to 
regulate shedding is to keep 
the pet outside and let it adapt 
natura'tly to changing temper- 
atures.

Appropriately, the group 
reached Kaskaskia on July 4, 
1778.

‘The parish bell, which had 
been a gift of Louis XV of 
France, was rung to herald 
the region’s new freedom, and 
henceforth was known as the 
“Liberty Bell of the West.”

Kaskaskia was too far away 
for efficient control by the

HERE’S HOW 
Tile laying 
needs right 
adhesive 


By GENE GARY 


Q. Our kitchen has'a newly 
tiled floor. Our problem is+ 
that the cement oozes up be- 
tween the tiles and it is a mess 
to clean up. Friends tell us 
that we probably used too 
much cement in laying the 
tile. We did the job last sum- 
mer, and I thought that by 
now this oozing would stop. Is 
there any way other than re- 
moving the tile to fix this? — 
Gloria B.D. 


A. When too much adhesive 
is applied as the floor is laid, 
the excess will seep up be- 
tween the cracks, probably 
for some time. As it seeps up, 
it can be wiped off the surface 
easily with a cloth dampened 
with naphtha, and the condi- 
tion should: clear up within a 
year. But if it does not clear 
up soon, it is possible the 
wrong adhesive was used. 
Special adhesives are recom- 
mended where resilient cov- 
ering is installed over a con- 
crete floor. In the event this is 
your trouble, the only remedy 
I can suggest is to take up the 
tile and install it again with 
the proper adhesive. Floor 
dealers can advise you about 
the right kind of adhesive. I 
am also presuming that you 
have a concrete floor. If itis a 
wood surface underneath, an- 
other kind of adhesive should 
be used. 


@. Would you please advise 
what method can be used in 
removing deep cigarette 
burns from table tops and 
other wood furniture? — 
C.F.M. 

A. For removing a deep 
blemish or burn, remove the 
damaged wood with a razor 
blade. Clean with naphtha and 
smooth with “four zero” steel 
wool, the finest grade. Clean 
again. Then fill the dents or 

with layers of stick 
shellac or wood filler. Stain to 
match the finish, and smooth

citizen band radios as a tool to 
help them escape apprehension 
for speeding, then the Illinois 
state police must resort to the 
same tool as a means of en- 
forcement by monitoring these 
transmissions. 

“The division of state police 
also intends to use to the fullest 
its resources of radar, vascar, 
airplanes, radar guns and 
marked and unmarked cars. 

“The trucking industry likes 
to cite its superior driving 
record as reasoning for 
allowing trucks to travel at 


higher rates of speed than 
autos. One example of the in- 
validity of this theory is 
Indiana. 

“In 1967, our neighboring 
state increased the truck speed 
limit to 70, the same as 
passenger vehicles. In 1968, 
Indiana experienced a 77 per 
cent increase in fatal accidents 
involving trucks. 

“The maximum Illinois speed 
limit for trucks before enact- 
ment of the 55 speed limit was 
the same—s5 mph. The industry 
has no argument.” 


Missouri River now in full use 


The Missouri River is) now 
open to river traffic. 

Since Dec. 1, when the Coast 
Guard cutter Cheyenne plucked 
the last buoy from the muddy 
water, the 735-mile stretch of 
river between here and Sioux 
City, Iowa, has been officially 
closed to navigation. 

The “road signs’’ or “aids to 
navigation,” as the Coast Guard 
calls them, were out of the 
water. Travel on the ‘wide 
Missouri”’ was strictly at one’s 
own risk. 

During the past week, the 
Army Corps of Engineers has 
let the water flow at a dam 
above Sioux Falls and the three 
Coast Guard cutters that ser- 
vice the river have been 
replacing all of the buoys that 
mark the edges of the nine-foot 
navigation channel. 

They also have been checking 
the “day marks" along the 
banks of the Missouri to make

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State’s move to judge coke hood pollution control before it is.in use is 
likely to lead to much delay and high cost to steel plant and taxpayers 


: Even laymen with no technical 
« expertise in coke oven operations 
: wonder at a stand being taken by the

What Granite City Steel began 

* working on was a mobile hood to fur- 

ther suppress and collect emissions 

while fresh coke is being pushed 

from the ovens, supplementing other 

coke oven pushing controls curren- 
tly in operation. 

The hood enclosure involves in- 
ternally-mounted water sprays on 
the coke guide apparatus, which 
moves along the coke ovens. The 
hood design was further enhanced 
last week with inclusion of a scrub- 
bing system. 

The mobile hood is intended to 
augment a coke quench car 
“fogging” device installed nearly a 
year ago. High-pressure sprays 
blanket the surface of the quench 
car with water. during pushing 
operations and also throughout tran- 
sit to the coke quench tower. 

In the meantime, an automatic 
coke oven coal charging system has 
been constructed and the manufac- 
turer is conducting breaking-in exer- 
cises; a scrubber system has curbed 
the red plume from the main wind- 
box of the sinter plant; a bag house 
cleaner unit is receiving sinter plant 


breaker exhaust; a baffle system is , 


collecting steam-borne  con- 
taminants at the coke quench tower, 
and a bleeder-burner stack is 
neutralizing some of the excess blast 
furnace gas. 

There are still serious pollution 
problems in the coke oven area. 


Despite the large sums expended, 


emissions continue and are the sub- 
ject of a series of Illinois Pollution 
Control Board hearings. 

Granite City citizens testified at 
a public hearing March 30 that they 
are experiencing inconvenience and 
aggravation and are eager for a 
prompt, effective remedy. 

The public has little basis. for 
comparing the hood plan, which is 
now 18 months from completion, and 
a shed structure, which the state 
decided to recommend this spring. 
The shed proposal would take an 
estimated 30 to 36 months; it has 
never been fully implemented 
anywhere and is thus difficult to 
judge. 

Walter’ Franke of the EPA 
regional office seems convinced that 
the shed system would be superior. 
Granite City Steel officials appear 
certain in their own minds that the 
shed would be a_ disaster 
technologically, financially and 
from a safety aspect as well as 
causing new delay and creating ad- 
ditional pollution and energy 
problems. 

Already having spent millions of 
dollars in anti-pollution efforts, 
Granite City Steel estimates it can 
finish its coke oven remedy for 
$500,000 compared to $5 million or $6 
million for shed smoke control. 

Because it is so sure of the 
merits of its own plan and so critical 
of the state proposal, Granite City 
Steel intends to carry the fight into 
appeals courts if the Pollution Con- 
trol Board rules against it. 

The. board’s hearings them- 
selves are costly to both parties — 
taxpayers and industry — in terms 
of legal fees, And any funds taken in 
the form of fines also would be an 
economic drain, a total waste in ter- 
ms of producing anti-pollution har- 
dware. Appeals can cause further 
costly, long delays. 

Laymen are left with the 
question of whether the state should 
let Granite City Steel proceed 
with its hood device, rather than the 
state pre-judging it before it has 
been installed and tried. Certainly, 
the test of effectiveness will occur 
sooner if the work is allowed to 
proceed now, not later. 


Some desire new revolution 
for revolution’s 200th year

The New Left seems to be 
acquiring one quality it has so 
conspicuously lacked: subtlety. 

“If we expect to be listened 
to,” they have learned, “we 
have to take a fresh look and 
build our own plan, abandoning 
all the old sacred texts on what 
is to be done.”” 

I have on my desk a packet of 
material from an outfit calling 
itself the ‘Peoples Bicentennial’ 
Commission.” The pamphlets 
and tabloid-style newspapers it 
contains are well designed and, 
for the most part, skillfully 
written. 

The illustrations are 
illustrations we associate with 
the American Revolution. 
Some of the rhetoric is 
rhetoric’ of the American 
Revolution. And yet . 

Let me give you a little of the 
flavor of this material.. From 
their publication entitled 
“Student and Teacher 
Programs for a Peoples 
Becentennial”’: 

“In the end, the -patriots of 

1776 should teach us not only 
patience, but that 
revolutionizing individual in- 
stitutions in society, without a, 
societal reyolution is” 
meaningless.” 

‘Three guesses what they have 
in’ mind by “societal 
revolution.” 

Elsewhere in the same 
publication, high school 
students are advised to issue “‘a 
Declaration of Student 
Independence to dramatize the 
oppression common to all 
students.” 

Students are also given 
helpful ‘how to’’ hints on taking 
over the school newspaper, 
coercing the school ad- 
ministration and faculty, and 
dominating the selection of 


textbooks. 

Put so bluntly, this outfit’s 
program may sound ludicrous. 
Unfortunately, it is far from 
that. It is propaganda as skillful 
as any I’ve seen. 

So well-done is the material 
that if one of your children 
brought it home from school 
and you just glanced at it, you 
would probably notice nothing 
wrong. 

Further, the reasoning— 
though specious—has a surface 
plausibility that ‘will appeal to 
the gullible and the un- 
sophisticated. The “rights” of 
school’ students, for example, 
are compared unfavorably to 
those of adult citizens. 

The propaganda is not all 
aimed at students. There is a 
little something for everyone. 
Society’s very real problems 
are cited as proof that 
Americans are “Oppressed” by 
a conspiracy of the rich and the 
powerful. 

Aceording to leftist, theory, 
people who work ta (alleviate 
these problems are atbest fools 
and at worst traitors to the true 
cause, because the problems 
are an inherent part of an 
evil system and can be cured 
only by changing the system. 
* Therefore,-says the Peoples 
Bicentennial Commission, Jet’s 
“continue” with their American 
Revolution. 

The PBC material is heavily 
larded with quotations from the 
founding fathers and their 
contemporaries, most of them 
carefully selected to create an 
impression that the old boys 
were really a fire-breathing 
bunch of egalitarian collec- 
tivists. 

Ironically, the U. S. taxpayer 
evidently footed the bill for at 
least some of the | 
this project. _ 

The PBC received a small 
($7,210) grant from the National 


research on. 


Endowment for the Humanities, 
a federal agency, in the sum- 
mer of 1972 for scholarly 
research on /“‘the views of the 
non-leadership element of the 
American people during the 
period of the American 
Revolutionary War.” 

I can’t really fault the 
National Endowment, however, 
for two reasons: First, I don’t 
think its staff had any idea what 
the ‘young scholars” who 
received the grant planned to do 
with the fruits of their research, 

Second, $7,210 wouldn't buy 
much of the kind of material the 
PBC is offering. The group is 
obviously well funded. Where it 
comes from would be in- 
teresting to know. 

The ultimate irony is that the 
‘young scholars’ "’ research 
does not go far enough back into 
our past to tell them what they 
really need to know. 

Go all the way back and you 
learn that both the Jamestown 
and Plymouth colonies began as 
communes of a sort. 

It didn’t work—it never has— 
and to save themselves they 
tried a genuinely radical idea: 
economic freedom. That 
worked. 

Keep an eye out for the PBC’s 
material in your community— 
especially the schools. Don’t 
make martyrs out of them by 
overreacting. They’d like that. 

Just demand that partisan 
political propaganda in the 
schools be labeled as such, and 
that none of it be distributed or 
otherwise subsidized at public 
expense. Be prepared for at- 
tempts to take over, or other- 
wise disrupt, Bicentennial 
events in your community. 

The PBC hands out a yellow 
lapel button with a symbol that 
was used on several flags of the 
Revolutionary War era. The 
symbol is a coiled rattlesnake. 
It fits.

Is state ‘copping out’ 


on care of patients? 


Legislation establishing 
community review and control 
over patient care services of the 
Illinois Department of Mental 
Health was introduced March 6 
in the Illinois House of 
Representatives. 

The act calls for the creation 
of regional planning councils 
authorized to review and ap- 
prove or disapprove the 
department's proposed closing 
of facilities and reduction of 
patient care services or com- 
munity grants. 

The bill is sponsored by Rep. 
James Washburn, Republican 
of Morris, chariman of the 
House Appropriations Com- 
mittee, and Rep. Thaddeus 
Lechowicz, Democrat of 
Chicago.” 3 

The Mental Health Com- 
munity Review Act was 
developed and proposed by the 
Emergency State Conference to 
Save Mental Health in Illinois, 
held March 2 in Chicago. A 
thousand people attending the 
conference voted to support the 
legislation. 

The conference, sponsored by 
30 organizations concerned with 
the delivery of mental health 
services, was called in efforts 
to stop the dismantling of the 
state’s mental health facilities 
pending community review of 
the status and direction of such 
care in Illinois. 

Anthony Perrin of the Illinois 
Association for Mental Health 
and moderator of the con- 
ference said, “The central issue 
that all of us have in common is 
that the Department of Mental 
Health has unilaterally 
determined a course of action 
and everyone else has been 
forced to accept the decisions as 
final.” 

Perrin said, ‘The department 
policy is in conflict with the 
position expressed by Governor 
Walker in his position paper 
issued in October 1972."’ In that 
paper, the governor said, “The 
extension of community par- 
ticipation is the key to mental 
health progress.” 

“Our proposal is basically the 
same one advanced by the State 
Mental Health Planning Board 
in its report issued in March 
1973,” Perrin said. Dr. LeRoy 
Levitt, the present director of 
the department, was a member 
of the board when the report 
was presented 

“The legislation calling for 
citizens’ review is a sincere

attempt to build the community 
into the most important aspect 
of the mental health decision 
process. We believe it will 
receive overwhelming support 
of the members of both political 
parties. 

“We also believe that the 
General Assembly will insist 
that this proposal be im- 
plemented as a_ condition 
precedent to their approval of 
the appropriation for the 
Department of Mental Health,” 
Perrin added. 

Ina position paper distributed 
at the conference, _ the 
30 sponsoring organizations 
outlined their unhappiness with 
the present policies of the 
Department of Mental Health 
which led to the conference and 
the legislation. The list in- 
cluded: 

1. Reduction of direct patient 
care personnel at facilities 
where the staff is inadequate to 
provide the highest quality of 
individualized care. 

2. Failure of the department 
to provide the community 
adequate increases, in state 
funds and trained staff to meet 
the needs of patients discharged 
into the community. 

3. Over-use of tranquilizing 
drugs for patients, rather than 
treatment. 

4. Transferring of long-term 
care patients to inadequate 
facilities away from their 
homes. 

5. Limiting of Department of 
Mental Health responsibility for 
care and funding to “high risk”’ 
patients only. 

6. Failure to provide adequate 
aftercare standards, follow-up 
and facilities. 

7. Inadequate funding for 
children and adult day treat- 
ment programs in every 
community which provides an 
alternative to institutional care. 

8. Policy of transferring 
retarded residents from public 
facilities to private facilities 
without notification or approval 
of parents or guardians. 

9. Inadequate funding of 
alcoholism and drug depen- 
dency programs. 

10: Failure to spend all the 
funds appropriated by the 
legislature and approved by the 
governor for mental health 
services for institutional care 
and community grants. 

i. Failure to involve the 
community in, planning and 
development of mental health 
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services in meaningful 
way. 

12. Limitation of consumer 
access to department policy, 
plans and information.

Some people can take 
baseball or leave it alone, but 
for the most rabid diamond 
buffs this is a magical time of 
year. The Cardinals will open 
their new baseball season by 
playing host to the Pittsburgh 
Pirates at 7:30 p.m. tomorrow. 

It is the first of 59 night 
games, and there will be 22 
daytime contests. 

Hope springs eternal in the 
hearts of Redbird fans, and this 
year even the top officials have 
thrown caution to the winds and 
are openly predicting a division 
title. Although only a .500 team 
last year, the St. Lauis club 
finished second, just a game off 
the pace. 

Spring training produced only 
a so-so record but the Cardinals 
are impressed with some of the 
players they obtained in trades, 
as well as by the regulars who 
are returning. 

Again pitching the opening 
game will be Hall of Fame. 
bound Bob Gibson. 

Also back are such stalwarts 
as Joe Torre, onetime catcher 
now adept at first and third 
base, a former batting cham- 
pion ‘and most valuable player, 
and Lou Brock, slugging out- 
fielder who led the league with 
70 stolen bases in 1973. 

Gibson’s ability to bounce 
back from last season’s knee 
injury will be watched intently. 
He missed 55 days—10 or 11 
starts—after undergoing 
surgery for an injury suffered 
while running the bases Aug. 4, 
and his team had only a 20-31 
record while he was disabled. 

He returned and defeated 
Steve Carlton of the Phillies 7-1 
on Sept. 29 as the Cardinals 
made a late drive that fell just 
short. 

On May 8, Gibson started his 
242nd consecutive game, 
breaking Red Ruffing’s major 
league record; the string dates 
back to August 1965 and now 
numbers 260. 

With his 142 strikeouts in the 
12-10 season, he moved into 
second place on the all-time list 


with 2,928, the most strikeouts . 


in National League history. 

He is likely to become the only 
other pitcher than Walter 
Johnson to top 3,000 strikeouts. 
Baseball immortal Johnson 
registered 3,508. 

Gibson leads all active pit 
chers with 55 career shutouts 
and with 24 home runs off his 
booming bat. 

He has worn a Cardinal 
uniform longer than anyone on 
the current roster, pitching 
briefly in both 1959 and 1960 
before joining the parent club to 
stay in 1961 

Gibson won 20 or more games 
in 1965-66-68-69-70 and was the 
top fielding pitcher in the league 
in each of the last nine seasons. 


An all-star in 1962-65-67-68-69- 
70-72, Gibson was both the most 
valuable player and Cy Young 
pitching award winner in 1968. 
His 22-9 record included 15 
straight wins, 13 shutouts and 
an earned run average of 1.12, 
best in league history. 


He again took the Cy Young 
award for his 23-7 record in 1970. 
That year he beat Dizzy Dean’s 
club record for most 20-win 
seasons and became the first’ 
major leaguer ever to strike out 
200 or more men in eight dif- 
ferent seasons. 

At his best under pressure, he 
has won seven of nine World 
Series decisions, with an ERA 
of 1.89. 

The Cardinals now claim one 
of the fastest outfields. Teaming 
with Brock will be switch- 
hitting Reggie Smith in right 
field and 24-year-old Bake 
McBride in center. 

Fancy-fielding Smith, 27, one 
of the many imports from the 
Boston Red Sox, has averaged 
21 homers and 76 runs-batted-in 
per year in seven full seasons, 
He and Ken Tatum were ob- 
tained for Rick Wisé and Bernie 
Carbo. 


Smith led Boston regulars 
with ‘a .303 average last 
season—.339 righthanded and 
-290 lefthanded. He has 
homered from both sides of the 
plate in the same game four 
times in his career. 

Fleet McBride hit .302 in 40 
Cardinal games in 1973. He stole 
119 bases in four minor league 
seasons. 

Not only all-star Wise but 
Reggie Cleveland are gone from 
the ranks of starting hurlers. 

But the trade of Cleveland, 
Diego Segui and Terry Hughes 
netted two starting pitchers, 
John Curtis and Lynn 
McGlothen, as well as hurler 
Mike Garman. 

Curtis, 25, led the Red Sox 
staff last’ year with four 
shutouts. His big league career 
won-lost mark of 26-23 includes 
a .500 record at Fenway Park, a 
lefthanders’ nightmare due to 
its short left field wall. 

The Cardinals’ first southpaw 
starter since 1971, Curtis is 
expected to add a helpful new 
dimension to the team, as will 
Smith in teaming with Torre 
and Ted Simmons in a new 
“‘murderers’ row’’ at bat. 

Righthander McGlothen, 23, 
could become another Gibson as 
he matures. After a 9-2 record in 
Louisville in half of the 1972 
season, he was 8-7 for Boston. 

McGlothen had a 1-2 record 
with Boston in '73 before hurting 
a knee and undergoing surgery. 
He later won a two-hitter, 1- 
0, over the Cardinals’ Tulsa 
farm team in the fourth game of 
the Little World Series. 

Sonny Siebert also will bolster 
the 1974 Redbird pitching staff. 

Third-sacker Ken Rietz, 
league fielding champion at 
.974, shows signs of improving 
his .235 hitting. 

Also back are Ted Sizemore, 
who led the league with 25 
sacrifice hits, Mike Tyson, 
Tim McCarver and Alan Foster. 

On paper, which is what this. 
reformed sports writer is 
utilizing to relay his thoughts, it 
looks like a great season. 

On the playing field, which is 
where pennants have to be won, 
the baseball story of 1974 will 
begin to unfold, starting 
tomorrow. 


Blood pressure 
a secret killer

More people in this country 
die from conditions closely 
related to high blood pressure 
than from any other cause. 

Untreated high blood 
pressure is a factor in stroke, 
heart attack, congestive heart 
failure and kidney failure. 
These are the major elements in 
the group of cardiovascular 
diseases which cost the nation 
an estimated $20 billion a year. 

In human terms, stroke, heart 
attack and heart and kidney 
failure cause much illness and 
suffering and claim 900,000 lives 
annually, 

A tragic fact is that heart 
attack and stroke hit people at 
premature ages, frequently in 
their most productive years. 

Twenty five per cent of all 
heart attack deaths occur under 
age 65, as do more than 15 per 
cent of deaths from stroke, once 
considered an older person’s 
disease. 

Much of this loss could be 
avoided or at least delayed.

Congressman Melvin Price 
(Dem,, 23rd Ill.), in a major 
statement on the nation’s 
energy problems, has told a 
Georgetown University 
audience that the current 
shortage will probably last a 
decade.

Rep. Price, chairman of the 
Joint Committee’ on Atomic 
Energy, said that 1985 is a 
realistic target date for at- 
taining national self-sufficiency 
in energy. He did not object, 
however, to President Nixon's 
1980 target date because, he 
said, “it is vital for us to have 
national goals to shoot at.” 

“The lead time problem is a 
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most difficult one for legislators 
to face,” said the local 
congressman, explaining that 
development’ of new energy 
sources takes years of research” 
and implementation. 

“For example, in the only two 
areas where we can. do 
something significant, without 
going through a major research 
and development phase—coal 
and nuclear—it will take five to 
eight years to bring an ad- 
ditional energy generating 
plant into existence.” ~ 

Rep: Price de-emphasized the 
“so-called conservation solution 
to our dilemma.” 

“Of course, we must use our 


energy resources as ‘efficiently 
as we can,” he said. “We should 
not, however, advocate cur- 
tailing energy-uses to the point 
where some of our people will 
have to go back’ to menial 

“This-nation has the talents 
and physical resources to 
continue to improve the comfort 
and dignity of man.”

Full disclosure in fund raising 
Solicitations and charity ap 
peals was urged this week by 
Better Business .Bureau 
President James C. Schmitt of 
St. Louis. e 

“We have -had a rash of 
charity and fund raising 
promotions over the last few 
years’ where St. Louis 
organizations lend their name 
to a promoter who engages in a 
boiler room operation and 
solicits people over the 
telephone alluding to charitable 
benefits,” said Schmitt. 

“The public is not informed 
that a lion’s share of the con- 
tributed dollar is going to fund 
raising expenses such as the 
promoter, and that. little is 
going to the organization or 
charity for which the appeal is 
made. 

“Two current cases in point 
are the St. Louis County Fire 
Fighters Association’s and the 
St. Louis County Municipal 
Police Officers . Association's 
drives to promote circuses. In 
both of these promotions; 
tickets are being sold based on 
appeals to help handicapped or 
orphaned children. 


“The Fire Fighters president 
supported such a promotion by 
stating that his organization 
would receive’S0 per cent of the 
net money collected. However, 
based on past information 
supplied to the Charities 
Commission, the Fire Fighters 
have received only 15 cents on 
each dollar contributed by the 
public and the rest went to the 
Promoter and to expenses,” 
said Schmitt. 

“Recently, the District Five 
JC’s informed the BBB they had 
cancelled a contract with aj 
promoter to sell trash bags., 
The JC’s would only have 
received 6 per cent to 8 per cent 
of the gross to distribute among 
their varied charities. - 1 

“In any community,” the! 
BBB president said, “there are: 
only so many dollars that the 
public can give. There are more 
than enough needy charities 
without local organizations 
employing such tactics andi 
siphoning off dollars that could 
be given directly to these needy 
charities. Such a proliferation: 
of these promotions is becoming 
a rip-off to the public.” 

Schmitt called for full 
disclosure of all fund and 
charitable promotions and has 


requested that 


these 


organizations disclose to the 
public how much money will be 
collected and how much money 


they will receive. 


“If the™public has that in- 
formation, then citizens will be 
able to make up their own 
minds as to whether they want 
to contribute to this 
organization or not. Full 
disclosure is in the public in-

Tuition credit plan 


Juniors and seniors at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville will be able to pay 
tuition charges and other 
educational expenses with 
BankAmericard checks under a 
plan devised by the university 
and the credit card firm. 

BankAmericard will mail 
credit card applications to all 
juniors and seniors listed by the 
university. Each student ap- 
proved by the firm will receive 
a card with a line of credit 
established at $550 and five 
BankAmericard checks: 

The line of credit is cnough to 
cover quarterly tuition and fee 
payments for any un- 
dergraduate student. Tn-state 
tuition and fees total $198 a 
quarter. Out-of-state students 
pay $484 a quarter. 


SIUE will accept 
BankAmericard checks for 
payment of tuition, fees, loans, 
housing and student accounts 
receivable. However, no checks 
will be accepted for cashing. 

Students using 
BankAmericard checks will be 


billed subsequently by the card 
firm. These billings can be paid 
in full on receipt, or students 
can make monthly payments. 
Standard carrying charges will 
apply on time payments. 

The BankAmericard system 
at SIUE will be franchised 
through the First National Bank 
in Chicago. 

Students using 
BankAmericard checks to pay 
university charges must 
present cards issued through 
the Chicago bank in order to 
have the checks accepted for 
payment. Individuals with 
BankAmericards issued 
through some other bank may 
use the check system if the 
checks are provided by the bank 
which issued their credit card. 

Arnold G. Franke, assistant 
vice president for business 
affairs at SIUE, said the bank 
card and check plan is entirely 
voluntary. The university will 
not pay the normal 1.5 per cent 
transaction fee usually charged 
to any firm providing goods or 
services through the credit card 
plan.

Student teacher at Cherokee 
reservation hopes to

Miss Debbie Grayville, 20, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. John 
Graville, 722 Washington Ave., 
Madison, has returned: home 
after student teaching at the 
Eastern Band Cherokee Qualla 
Indian Elementary School on 
the Cherokee Indian Reser- 
vation in North Carolina, near 
the great Smoky Mountain 
National Park. 

Miss Graville, who will 
graduate from SIUE at the 
end of the summer quarter, 
wants to return there as a full: 
time teacher after she 
graduates. > 

“T want to teach different 
cultured persons and have 
applied to teach at any BIA 
(Bureau of Indian Affairs) 
school,” she said. “I have asked 
as my first choice to return to 
the Cherokee people." : 

“I spent the winter quarter 
from January through March 
there and found the people very 
warm and friendly, after they 
got to know me. When I first 
arrived I had two strikes 
against me; I was white and a 
yankee. Thanks to Pattie 





Jobnson from Granite City who 
taught there last spring it took 
only a few days to make friends. 
Pattie spent a week with me 
helping me to get settled and 
showing me around. Pattie was 
well liked by the people.”’ 

The school has 600 children 
from kindergarten to sixth 
grade. Miss Graville taught 
mathematics, and science. 

“Thanks to Pattie, I made 
application and went before the 
Cherokee Children’s Home 
board and they accepted me as 
a substitute house parent. I 
helped the kids with their 
studies and taught them arts 
and crafts. In return the 
children’s home furnished me 
room and board., 

“At the home, which takes 
care of children who have 
family problems, some are 
orphans. I helped take care of 
nine girls.” 

“T also have contacted the 
Southern Baptist Convention 
Mission Board for possible 
location among the Indians for a 
teaching position 

“There is a new, less than six- 
month-old, Southern Baptist 
Church started on the reser-

was a missionary among the 
Indians for 11 years, was called 
back to the reservation to 
pastor the church,” 

Miss Graville is a member of 
the First Baptist Church of 
Madison. 

According to Miss Graville, 
very little of the Cherokee 
religion and ceremony remain 
today, except for demonstration 
purposes. Among: the early 
explorers and settlers were 
missionaries who brought the 
Bible and the Christian 
message. Today the Cherokee 
people are basically Christian 
in their religion. 

Many denominations have 
churches on the reservation and 
they have assisted not only in 
the Christianization of the 
people; but in the improvement 
of education, child care, and 
social development’ as well, 
Miss Graville related. 

There are approximately 
6,000 Cherokee people 
registered on the rolls of the 
Eastern Band of «Cherokees. 
Over-1,000 of these live off the 
reservation. There are ap- 
proximately 50,000 other 
Cherokee people in the western 
United States. 

Modern grammar school and 
high school facilities and 
programs are furnished for the 
Indian people under the 
jurisdiction. of the Cherokee 
Indian Agency; thus they are 
federal government schools. 

Other agencies make 
available programs for pre- 
school children and adult 
education programs are 
regularly maintained. Some of 
the Cherokee parents choose to 
send their children off the 
reservation to nearby schools in 
the slate system, she said 

The tribal council, chief and 
council house still are a part of 
the government of the Cherokee 
people. The chief, who is 
elected every four years, and 
the council, elected every two 
years. meet in regular session 
to govern the affairs of the 
tribe, working cooperatively 
with the BIA. Fe

on a separate but equal basis. 

The family is, however, the 
most important influence on the 
personality of its members.

Price said, “This proposal will 
encourage taxpayers to file 
early, but more importantly 
encourage the IRS to mail back 
any refunds early and pay the 
taxpayer the interest he could 
have earned had the refund 
been in his possession earlier. 

“In these times, taxpayers 
need every dollar they can earn. 

“It isn’t fair for the govern- 
ment to prevent them from 
collecting interest on their 
money by excessive delays in 
returning overpayments.”

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Percy co-author oF historic Congressional budget bill

Sen. Charles H. Percy, a co- 
author of the Budget Reform 
Bill, was elated when the Senate 
‘voted 80 tq 0 to adopt the revolu- 
tionary measure. 

Designed to reassert 
Congressional authority over 
budgeting policy and 
procedures, the bill was sent to 
a House-Senate conference for 
resolving differences before 
final passage. 


An aide to the Illinois 
Republican, watching: the 
senator fromthe gallery, said 
Percy regarded passage of the 
bill as a climactic moment in 
his more than seven years in the 
Senate. 


Percy was co-author of the 
bill with Sen. Sam J. Ervin, D- 
N.C., and Sen. Edmund’ 8. 
Muskie D-Me. 

Percy is ranking Republican 
on the Government Operations 
Committee, which reported the 
bill unanimously. 


Fruit plant pruning aids 
quality and size of plant 


By CHRIS DOLL 
Area Garden Adviser 

Late winter and early spring 
are the best time to prune fruit 
plants. The weather is war- 
ming, but the plants are still 
somewhat dormant. This makes 
it easy on both you, the pruner, 
and the plant. 

There are many reasons for 
pruning fruit tress, but the most 
important are improved quality 
and size of the crop. Pruning 
also keeps a tree vigorous and 
_insures the growth of new 
fruiting wood. 

Branches should be thinned 
out to make spraying and 
picking easier and to improve 
light penetration, but poor 
pruning may be worse than no 
pruning at all. Non-bearing 
trees should receive only light 
pruning to develop tree 
structure, 

Remove dead, broken or 
diseased limbs, and thin out 
areas of dense growth. Make 
the cuts close to the limb base, 
but don’t leave a stub. Stubs die 
back, keep the cut from healing, 
and make a good place for wood 
rot. Paint all cuts that are 
larger than two inches in 
diameter. 

A rule-of-thumb is to remove 2 
to5 per cent of the bearing wood 
from dwarf apple trees, 5 to 10 
per cent. from regular apple 
trees, 10 to 20 per cent from 
peach trees, 4 to 8 per cent from 
red tart cherry trees and 6 to 10 
per cent from plums, In early 
bearing years use the lower 
figure. For older trees use the 
larger figure. Keep the trees 
low and open. Annual pruning 
will make this much easier. - 

Small fruit plants (grapes, 
raspberries, — blackberries, 
blueberries,  gooseberries, 
currants) also benefit from 
annual pruning. 


Grapes require severe 
pruning annually to maintain 
good vigor and fruitfulness. 
Fruiting of wood of grape is the 
smooth, bright colored canes 
that grew last.year. Each bud 
on these canes will yield two. to 
three clusters of fruit. For 
optimum yields leave 20 to 40 
buds on the fruiting canes. Any 
shoot that has flaking or scaling 
bark is two years old or more 
and will not bear fruit. Late 
season pruning may cause some 
bleeding or sap flow, but. this 
really doesn’t hurt the plant. 

Brambles can be pruned 
before or after growth has 
started. If you wait until buds 
show green, you can determine 
how much winter or cold injury 
has occurred. If it's severe, 
prune back to live wood. But, if 
no cold injury is visible, remove 
weak shoots, cut side branches 
back to 6 to 12 inches, and lower 
the tops of plants to 30 to 48 
inches depending on the vigor of 
the plants. 


Blueberries, gooseberries and 
currants require light pruning. 
This could consist primarily of 
removing or thinning out of 
older and weak growing shoots. 


How, and how much pruning 
you do to small fruits depends 
upon the training system used, 
the space available, and the size 
and quality of fruit desired. So 
remember that most plants try 
to over-produce, and by 
pruning you help balance the 
amount of fruiting. You can also 
regulate the size and growth of 
the planting to meet your needs.

1974 a year for green thumbs

All indications are that 1974 
will be a big year for home 
gardening. 

The increase in gardening is 
the result of two basic factors:

Historic bells to sound Sunday 
from St. Peter’s United Church 


‘The bells of the village church 
at Rudersberg, Germany, near 
Stuttgart, will call the 
congregation of St. Peter 
Evangelical United Church of 
Christ, 2103 Cleveland Blvd., to 
worship at 10:15 a.m. Sunday 
for its Palm Sunday service. 

The historic bells of Ruder- 
sberg have summoned the 
faithful to worship for hundreds 
of years, the Rev. Robert 
Kettelhut, St. Peter’s pastor, 
noted. 

He reported that Mrs. Minnie 
Seibold and Mrs. Frieda Pufalt, 
members of the local church, 
have provided a tape recording 
of the bells made by a relative 
who lives in Rudersberg, the 
village where the two local 
‘women were born. 

Tradition dictates that the 
bells must never be moved from 
their steeple, the minister 
explained. He said during the 
war of 1870, Napoleon tried to 
remove the bells, but the large 
one was cracked and could not 
be dismantled. 

Two smaller bells were taken 
from the steeple. However, the 
cart on which they were being 
transported became mired in 
mud outside the town and they 
were recovered and restored to 
the church. 

During World War II, Hitler's 
forces removed the smallest 
bel) to melt and remake into 
arms. After the war, the 
townspeople made sure another 
bell was cast and now all three 
bells continue to sound as they 
have for centuries across the 
surrounding countryside, the 
Rev. Kettelhut said. 

Following the ringing of the 
bells, the Junior and Cherub 
choirs will begin the 
processional carrying the 
traditional palm branches.

suggest this idea. Draw a 
garden map to help, determine 
what you will produce and how 
much.'

State legislation is introduced on 
university board, coal, insurance

Bills introduced during the 
March 6 session of the General 
Assembly ran the gamut from 
wildlife harvesting to newborn 
infants. The next session is 
scheduled for April 4. 

On the Senate side, a_ bill 
introduced by Sen. Sam 
Vadalabene, D-Edwardsville, 
seeks to create a Board of 
Trustees for Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville, It 
would also transfer 
management, control, 
operation and maintenance of 
the SIUE campus fromthe 
Board of Trustees of SIU to the 
new board. 

Sen, Gene Johns, D-Marion, 
seeks to amend the Environ- 
mental Protection Act. The bill 
prohibits inforcement of the 
Pollution Control Board 
regulation which limits burning 
of Illinois coal until regulations 
are adopted to control emission 
of sulphur dioxide from such 
burning. 

An amendment to the Vehicle 
Code. was offered by Sen. 
Hudson Sours, R- Peoria. If 
adopted, it would require in- 
formation’ on new speed and 
distance signs to be expressed 
in both U. S. customary units 
and metric units. 2 

As promised last fall, a bill 
was introduced which would 
permit waiver of the one per 
cent penalty for failure to 
provide a minimum school term 
where a school district could not 
procure the energy resources 
necessary to keep schools open 
The bill is sponsored by Sen.

Sen. Philip Rock, D-Chicago, 
seeks to amend the insurance 
code to provide that no policy of 
accident or health insurance 
which covers the insured’s 
immediate family may contain 
a disclaimer of coverage to 
new-born infants, 

The bill also provides that 
every such policy issued in this 
state shall cover every newborn 
infant from the moment of 
birth, and that such coverage 
shall include illness, injury, 
congential malformation or 
premature birth. 

An amendment to the School 
Code which would allow im- 
munization at any time of a 
child whose parents or guardian 
objects to immunization on 
constitutional grounds was 
introduced by Sen. James Bell, 
R-Joliet. 

However, this would occur 
only if there exists an epidemic 
of a disease for which the 
Department of Public Health 
requires immunization. 

In another amendment to the 
.School Code, Sen, Adeline Geo- 
Karis, R-Zion, seeks to add 


wildlife harvesting as a tool for 
wildlife management to the 
topics included in conservation 
study in schools. 

Rep. William Mahar, R- 
Homewood, introduced 
legislation to ban the sale of 
liquor, except for beer, liquers, 
cordials and wines, in original 
packages of less than eight fluid 
ounces. 

Provision for the Department 
of Transportation to prescribe 
standards for certified used 
cars was introduced by Rep. R. 
H. Holloway, D-Chicago. The 
bill also instructs the DOT to 
license diagnostic centers to 
test cars for compliance with 
standards. 

Rep. Clyde Choate, D-Anna, 
seeks to amend the Income Tax 
Act. His bill would increase the 
rate on corporations from the 
present four per cent to five per 
cent and raise individuals’ 
exemptions from the present 
$1,000 to $1,500. 

This would become effective 
only if the constitution is 
amended to limit individual 
income tax rates to one-half of 
those imposed on corporations.

Help Make Better Laws.” 

A four-point educational 
program is being undertaken by 
most bar associations to: 

1) Convey to youth a deeper 
knowledge, understanding, and 
appreciation of the law and the 
legal process; 

2) Examine and explore areas 
where the law has failed to 
provider equality of individual 
rights, especially for minority 
groups and alienated youth; 

3) Provide a realistic con- 
ception of the potential for 
change within the legal 
process; and 

4) Encourage support of the 
legal system and_ institutions 
and develop desire to par- 
ticipate in the democratic 
process. 

Local and state bar 
associations have been asked to 
assist educators in selecting 
and. preparing teaching 
materials, participating in 
teacher training sessions, and 
hosting meetings or panels of 
persons reflecting different 
views of the law in action. 

They may provide lawyers 
and judges to address school 
assemblies and classes on the 
law and the legal process, 
engage in special classroom 
role-playing sessions, sponsor 
field trips to study actual court 
trials and inspect local and 
state correctional institutions. 

The Illinois State Bar 
Association notes that such 
programs can be carried on 
throughout the year and not just 
during Law Day. 

“In many communities, local 
attorneys are happy to discuss 
the law with youth of all ages. A 
number of programs by local 
bar association members have 
resulted in second and third 
visits to classrooms due to the 
interest of the students,” a 
spokesman said. 

“The idea of any visit by an 


attorney is to attempt to give 
the student a better un- 
derstanding of how the system 
of justice operates—and to 
encourage the student to begin 
to take an Active part 
in reforming laws which he or 
she feels are a detriment. to 
society. 

“Many of our great public 
figures became interested in the 
law at a young age: Without 
someone to give them that in- 
terest, they may not have 
become the social contributors’ 
that they are today. 

“Study of the legal process 
gives the student knowle ige of 
how he can actively participate 
in preserving good laws, 
changing bad laws and making 
better laws. 

“There is no better time than 
now to assist our youth in the 
full knowledge of their rights 
and responsibilities for im- 
proving our society.”

April is the month that the 
President and Congress have 
designated as “Cancer Month” 
for the American Cancer 
Society. 

Carter emphasizes that all 
volunteers for the Cancer 
Society will be identified by 
name tags with the words 
“American Cancer Society” 
and the Society’s symbol, the 
“red sword of hope,” clearly 
printed on them. 

In the past, it has been 
brought to the attention of the 
Cancer Society that there have 
been persons masquerading as 
Cancer volunteers. 

Carter recommends that the 
public, when a solicitor comes 
to the door, makes certain that 
he or she is a true Cancer 
Society volunteer. 


Also, all door-to-door 
solicitors will be giving out 
educational pamphlets at each 
home they visit. The 


‘educational material this year 


places emphasis on the seven 
cancer warning signals. 

The Cancer Society en- 
courages every person to learn 
the warning signals and to see a 
doctor immediately if one 
should occur. 

Emphasis is being put on the 
importance of obtaining an 
annual check-up, and the fact 
that over 1,500,000 lives have 
been saved from cancer 
because the people went to their 
doctor in time. 


The warning signals are: A 
change in bowel or bladder 
habits; a sore that does not 
heal; unusual bleeding or 
discharge; a thickening or lump 
in the breast or elsewhere; 
indigestion or difficulty in 
swallowing; obvious change in 
a wart or mole; or a nagging 
cough or hoarseness. 


New renewal dates 
for hunters’ guns 


The Illinois Department of 
Law Enforcement is urging 
hunters to get an early start on 
their fall hunting plans by 
checking the expiration date 
on their Firearms Owners 
Identification Cards and 
submitting renewal ap- 
plications 60 days prior to their 
next birthday. 

Law Enforcenient Director 
Harvey N. Johnson Jr., said, 
“Firearm Owners Iden- 
tification cards are being 
changed from the date recorded 
on the identification card now in 
your possession to the month of 
the first birthday following the 
five-year expiration period. 

“If the card has an expiration 
date during July of this year 
and the date of birth falls within 
the month of November, the 
card will expire during 
November of this year.” 

Application forms may be 
obtained from the Firearm 
Owners Identification Section, 
Department of Law Enfor- 
cement, 1035 Outer Park Dr., 
Springfield 62704. 

‘Application forms may also be 
acquired from police depart- 
ments, sheriff offices, other 


sporting goods stores, gun shops 
or dealers, banks, currency 
exchanges, remittance agen- 
cies, gun clubs, insurance and 
notary public offices, state 
police headquarters offices and 
various conservation offices 
throughout the state. 

A person renewing an iden- 
tification card must submit a 
properly filled out application, 
submit a recent, clear, head and 
shoulder photograph ap- 
proximately 14" by 1%”’ in size 
with his or her name printed on 
the back and submit a $5 check 
or money order. 

All three items—application, 
photograph and remittance— 
should be clipped together, 
enclosed in an envelope and 
sent to the Firearm Owners 
Identification Section,. 1035 
Outer Park Dr., Springfield, Il. 
62704. 

Applicants must read_ the 
instructions on the back of the 
application and provide all 
information requested. Failure 
to do so can result in return of 
the appltcation and cause un- 
necessary delay. 

Applicants should send in 
renewals 60 days prior to the 


city and county clerk offices, * expiration date.
